| opening days afforded ample reason for the 
| management to be alarmed as to the out- 
/ come for 1933. But, alas, all signs failed, 
the attendance exceeded that of last year 
and the displays were even greater than 
anything heretofore experienced according 
to statements made by Manager B. H. Heide 
and his genial press agent, William (Bill) 
Ogilvie, both of whom were constantly on 
the job to help make exhibitors and guests 
happy during their entire stay. 

Weather at home had been ideal, too, 
mild temperatures and sunny days gave an 
urge to motor in. The new V8 needed a 
workout too. Mr. F. A. Huddlestun, of 
Edgewood Farm, lowa’s famous Shire horse 
breeder, and herdsman Dave Edwards of 
Strathmore had been invited to go along as 
Witnesses to the performance which proved 
highly satisfactory from every angle. It 
was just 4:45 A. M. when Mr. Huddlestun 
squared himself in the seat, lighted his pipe 
and said “let’s go.” Twelve forty-five at 
noon found us meeting friends at the Stock 
Yard Inn—breakfast and lunch on the way 
—ready to spend a busy half day and part 
of the night getting lined up for the show. 
Short cuts and boulevards had furnished 
easy and quick access to the yards from 
the outer belt line near Cicero.

We passed quickly through the show ground 
entry from the hotel to the main cattle 
barns. First came the north wing. Push- 
ing the big door back the first item of in- 
terest proved to be three rows of Aberdeen- 
angus breeding cattle extending the full 
length of the wing. The introduction indi- 
cated that there would be something doing 
When these beasts were led into the judging 
arena for there were champions everywhere 
that were to vie with other champions stall- 
ed in the center of the south wing (two 
full rows long) and still others housed be- 
neath the seats along the north side of the 
arena. F ifteen herds of Blacks in all from

newcomers. The cattle were all in place 
this Friday afternoon and a hurried trip 
along the aisles sufficed to assure that no 
tail-enders would be led into the ring show 
day. 

Across the street the steers were stabled 
—college groups and breeders groups as 
well—and did they look good in the stalls. 
The whitefaces and the reds, whites and 
roans were strong too. So it looked like it 
might possibly be anybody’s show in that 
division. Touted steers from all sections of 
the country were there. Over in the Junior 
feeders’ section, no one seemed to be able 
to gather head or tail as to who would be 
who, or even who might seriously be con- 
sidered in the finals—there were so many 
first prize and championship winners of all 
colors that no one scarcely dared venture 
an opinion so early. Nevertheless the sharp 
shooters had been around and selected de- 
signs for their target practices as usual— 
whether right, near right, or entirely 
wrong, these good fellows get a lot of sport 
out of their forecastings. 

While it was still daylight a hurried trip 
over the plank walks at the yards completed 
the first round of a busy afternoon. We 
had driven 375 miles that forenoon and 
walked almost that far during the afternoon 
for this show is no trifling affair when it 
comes to giving it a once-over. The sight 
at the yards was just as enthusing as any 
of the rest. A big section of the loads re- 
tained were black and they were good ones, 
too. All the old time championship win- 
ners were represented. While the Short- 
horns were few in numbers there was noth- 
ing lacking in quality; and as for the 
Whitefaces, it goes without saying that the 
followers of that beautiful breed of cattle 
had done their pest to “Beat those Blacks.” 
They were there in force and with plenty 
quality, and type, just a little nearer the 
Aberdeen-Angus than ever before which 
made them just that much harder to beat— 
if the job could be done at all. Next day 
would tell the story. 

Back to the Inn and ‘nore jolly fellows, a 
sight lunch and the evening call at the 
stalls which ended plenty late, completed 
the first afternoon. Late to bed and early 
to rise is the newspaper man’s lot. 

Saturday was to be a busy day. The 
Junior contest opened in the arena at short- 
ly after eight o’clock in the morning. There 
was some bustle down in the yards, too. 
Here were scores and scores of pens bedded 
deep with nice clean straw—some filled 


with handsome reds, whites and roans, the 
pride of Shorthorn aristocracy and splendid 
beasts they were, indeed much superior to 
former showings. Hosts of other yards 
were filled with beautiful Whitefaces, many 
of which had been dropped on the far-away 
plains of the west and finished for the most 
part in the corn-belt section of the middle 
west. The usual quota of Bonny Blacks 
were housed in this section. There were 
many outstanding loads and rumor had it 
that many very high class outfits had been 
given the gate because the loads had neces- 
sarily to be reduced to a number that could 
be comfortably housed in the pens set aside 
for the show cattle. 

A couple of hours were spent in making 
the rounds, looking down upon hundreds 
and hundreds of broad, straight, well meat- 
ed backs, wearing the various colors of 
these three breeds. It was a marvelous show. 
After the regular annual fashion each for 
himself selected his champion loads, only to 
return frequently to note any changes for 
better or worse—it was quite evident from 
the very outset that a certain load of Aber- 
deen-Angus would carry the Doddie cham- 
pionship banner and as the hour for judg- 
ment came and went, this same load made 
good by delivering to the breed the grand 
championship over all breeds. This was 
generally conceded to be the most perfect 
lead ever to be crowned with the Chicago 
purpie. The best part of it all was that 
they looked even better the morning they 
passed the auction block at $16.75 per hun- 
dred weight. Mr. Schmidt of the Tarkio 
Experiment Station near Kansas_ City 
achieved the thing he had set out to do— 
win the International Grand Championship 
with a load of Aberdeen-Angus of his own 
breeding and fitting—therefore a double 
accomplishment. Judges Henry Du Plan 
and Thomas Cross of the Chicago yards did 
a fine piece of work in making their selec- 
tions all along the line and in all breeds. 

The Carlot Champions 

Just a word about the winning bullocks. 
They weighed a trifle better than 900 
pounds and were as even as peas in a pod. 
They had splendid heads, well set ears, 
short necks, very light in briskets, short 
of leg, wide and deep of body, straight lin- 
ed, top, bottom, and sides, showing very 
tidy middles, deeply covered backs and well 
covered over the ribs, were smooth at the 
shoulders and wide and deep behind and 
groomed to a gnat’s heel.

professor Trowbridge tound splendid tops 
for each class in each breed. Young Rich- 
ard Miller of Peru, Indiana, drew the blue 
in the light-weight Aberdeen-Angus class 
with a real calf of good breed type and well 
fitted. ‘There were twelve calves in this 
class. Next came the 875 to 1000 1b. class 
with twenty-three in line. The calves were 
good as a class which made the placing a 
bit more tedious. Howard Yoder of Well- 
man, lowa, topped the class with a real 
calf. Young Lawrence Morgan, of Aledo, 
Illinois, proved to be pretty stiif competi- 
tion. This youngster has a habit of squeez- 
ing in around the top of the class at this 
great show. ' 

Forty-eight head lined up in the 1000 to 
1150 pound class. Here it was that the 
lllinois boys made a great fight with five 
of the first six places going to them. James 
Padgett, of Kellersville, brought forward 
an outstanding calf that not only won the 
class but could not be stopped in the finals 
where he became Champion over all breeds. 
His runnerup was Raus Brown, whose calf 
of a little different type was filled to the 
brim with the right kind of meat. The 
thirteen big bullocks—1150 to 1350—made 
an impressive show—what a load they 
would have made. This was largely an Illi- 
nois show, with Joseph E. Peverly, of De- 
catur, placing first; Ralph Hanes, of Maroa 
188 and Edgar Anderson of Coal Valley 
third. 

The Shorthorn champion was shown by 
Claude Rhodes, of Mendota, Illinois. The 
Hereford champion by Homer Garber, of 
Mineral Point, Wisconsin, and this was the 
rascal that worried James Padgett and his 
champion Aberdeen-Angus for the grand 
championship. The Whiteface was made re- 
serve and he made a good one too. 


The Open Class Singles. 

Judge Walter Biggar of Dalbeattie, Scot- 
land, was to be happily surprised early 
Monday morning when the single steer 
classes were to be placed on review. All 
breeds participated splendidly in bringing to 
his attention the finest showing of bullocks 
yet displayed at Chicago. “The finest lot 
of bullocks” said Judge Biggar “that you 
people have ever presented to me and the 
Mnest I think it has ever been my pleasure 
to pass on.” It was a wonderful lot of 
tops that he found for each class. The 


Shorthorns were out in force, as in the 
yards, and they were exceptionally strong 
in quality. ‘the Herefords had come with 
the avowed purpose of placing a pair of 
Whitetaced calves in the specially prepared 
paddocks in the north barn over which 
hangs annually the big signs directing visi- 
tors to inspect the grand champion and the 
reserve grand champion of the show. A 
laudable enterprise but one difficult of at- 
tainment. ‘lhis time there were just too 
many outstanding Black steers in the way. 
And by the way we have heard no special 
noise regarding weight for age on the 1933 
winners. 

The Shorthorn folks captured the cham- 
pionship in the light weight class with 
about the neatest package we ever saw done 
up in a silky white robe. Elliott Brown of 
lowa was reserve with his good Doddie. 
Briarcliff defended the second weight with 
briarciiff Banker as champion over his 
Heretord contender. The championship in 
the 1000 to 1150 pound section went to the 
Oklahoma college Aberdeen-Angus Even 
Page that the Whitefaces defeated at the 
American Royal; here a wonderfully made 
Hereford steer stood as reserve. In the 
heavy weight class Briarcliff again came 
to the rescue with their Aberdeen-Angus 
bullock Briarcliff Model, who defeated the 
Van Natta Hereford that was an extra good 
one too. The winner in this class went on 
through to the grand championship and the 
Oklahoma winner secured the reserve ticket. 
And was she Black? Ask anybody from 
Kansas. They put Briarcliff Model in the 
bank at the very splendid price of $1.30 per 
pound. 

It was a superb showing of Aberdeen- 
Angus bullocks. Good ones all the way 
down the line. Marvelous in type, con- 
formation, character, style, finish and quali- 
ty. In nearly every class calves were be- 
yond the money that could easily have top- 
ped other great Internationals. While the 
Whitefaces and the Shorthorns showed won- 
derful improvement in their exhibits it can 
well be said that the Aberdeen-Angus ex- 
hibitors had not been napping in 1933. 

The Breeding Classes. 
The Bulls. 

The Doddie breeding show was to start 
at 1:00 o’clock and it did. Judge John C. 
Burns was at the judge’s stand right on 
time and immediately the aged bulls saun- 
tered in. Eight great bulls found places 
along the rail and the judge started at his 
job m earnest. He looked them over care- 
tully and gave them the walk. Most of the 
entries had been to Chicago several times 
before and so did their strut in fine shape. 
Judge Burns was not long in selecting 
Congdon & Battles American Royal grand 
champion, Prizemere 141st to go to the top 
of the list and followed quickly with 
Brown’s Envious Marshall, last year’s In- 
ternational Grand Champion. The rest of 
the way down the class he found more or 
less difficulty in setting them in to suit. 

The two-year-old class contained eleven 
head of splendid young bulls, deep, thick, 
fellows with splendid style and finish and 
excellent type. It was not so easy to do 
this one. When it came time for the clerk 
to pass out the ribbons he found Congdon 
& Battles again at the head of the class 
with their great deep bodied two-year-old 
American Royal winner, Barbarian of Rose- 
mere 64th, while next him stood the several 
times 1933 champion, Briarcliff Blackmere 
2d; at third place stood Hollinger’s many 
times grand champion Revemere of Wheat- 
land 2d and at fourth was George Porteous 
with St. Albans grand champion bull, Eroi- 


ca of St. Albans, and so on down the line— 
they were great bulls. 

Briarcliff Barbarian 8th headed the junior 
yearling section for Briarcliff Farms and 
St. Albans placed Black Peer of St. Albans 
second with Hopley’s last year’s junior 
champion, Barmar Quality at third. This 
will give some idea as to just how hot this 
class had been. When it came to the senior 
championship the contest lay between the 
two Congdon & Battles bulls, and was de- 
cided tinally in favor of the deeper bodied 
young bull, Barbarian of Rosemere 64th, 
who in turn defeated the junior champion in 
the finals for the grand championship 
honors. 

The junior classes were well filled with 
real coming bulls. Cole of Indiana took 
the junior yearling ticket very gracefully 
with his good young bull, Banner of St. 
Albans; Briarclitf socked a pair at the top 
of the summer yearling class with Everald 
ot Briarcliff standing at the head and going 
on to the junior championship and reserve 
grand championship of the show. Green- 
acre Farms of Indiana showed a snappy 
youngster called Energetic Eric at the top 
of the senior calf section, this youngster at- 
tracted a lot of attention in the ring and in 
the stalls as well. His contender was found 
in Revemere of Wheatland 9th shown by 
Hollinger. Tolan scored first in the junior 
bull calf class with his splendidly balanced 
smooth calf Eileenmere 84th. St. Albans 
showed a good thick lowset calf next to 
him. This was Emulate 7th of St. Albans. 

The Females. 

For the first time this season, Erica of 
Elmwood, in the aged cow class shown by 
Miller & Kemp met defeat. The tidy, at- 
tractive, beautifully made ringside favorite 
relinquished her claim for first honors and 
with it her chance to become the 1933 Inter- 
national grand champion female, to the 
Briarcliff entry, Briarcliff Blackcap 16th, 
carrying more scale and wonderful smooth- 
ness. ‘This was a breath-taking episode 
that required some little time for judgment 
and kept the ringside on its toes from be- 
ginning to end. Brown’s massive Luella 
June stood third and Woodcote’s 1932 In- 
ternational grand champion, Euxida of 
Woodcote, drew the fourth position. So 
you may guess just how hot this class must 
have been. 

Such a string of two-year-olds seldom 
graces any show yard. Congdon & Battles 
again scored first place with their Royal 
champion, Barbara of Rosemere 100th, and 
she went right along to the senior and 
grand championship; thus giving this Paci- 
tic coast firm that has been battling so con- 
sistently for championship honors here at 
Chicago a phenomenal success—they being 
the breeders, fitters and showmen of both 
International grand champions in one sea- 
son, a triumph that has only been granted 
once before if we mistake not, and that time 
to this same firm. Hollinger’s full sisters 
Chimera of Wheatland and Chimera of 
Wheatland 2d scored second in the two-year 
old class and first in the senior yearling 
class respectively with Tolan’s Eldoramere 
second in the senior class. 

Brown and St. Albans battled for first 
and second in the junior yearling class with 
Eone of Rose Hill and Elta of St. Albans 
placing in that order. The summer year- 
ling contest simmered down to Hollinger’s 
entry, Babe of Wheatland and Congdon & 
Battles showing Entelope of Rosemere 13th 
with the former winning. The senior heifer 
class found Hollinger contending with a 
newcomer. This time, Edwards from Cana- 
da won with Barbara M. of Anoka and Hol- 
linger placed second with Chimera of 
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BARBARIAN OF ROSEMERE 64th—Grand Champion Aberdeen-Angus

ships at one International show has never been duplicate 
except by our own herd which attained this high honor o 
one former occasion.

At a session the following day Secretary 
Tomhave who has so faithfully served the 
association since the new organization went 
into effect was re-elected to serve for the 
ensuing year. Treasurer McGilvray was 
also re-elected for another year. H. L. 
Hartley, of Duluth; E. T. Davis, of Iowa; 
and W. A. McGregor, of Maryland were 
selected to serve as the executive committee 
for 1934. 

This is to be the Golden Anniversary 
celebration year for the American Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders’ Association and it 
looks like we are officered for a most suc- 
cessful event. One hundred twenty new 
members last year, a slight increase over 
the ten year average; our books in the 
black; an increase of 24.5 percent in regis- 
trations over last year; an increase of 16.5 
percent in transfers; in 1932 52 breeders 
recorded twenty-five or more head each, 
and in 1933 the number increased to eighty- 
two; the 120 new members are located in 
twenty-six different states. The Aberdeen- 
Angus winnings in singles and carlots listed 
in the secretary’s report show for them- 
selves just what the breed is doing and how 
fast it is gaining favor the country over. 
Read this good report, show it to your 
neighbors and friends, invite them to join 
up with a real band of cowmen that have 
done wonders in the past and will do still 
greater things in the future. 


REPORT OF THE SECRETARY: 
To the Members of the American 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association: 

I take pleasure in presenting the follow- 
ing report of the activities of the American 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association for 
the fiscal year ending October 31, 19383. 

The past year has been most trying for 
the American Farmer and the breeders of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle have not been an 
exception. Uncertainties because of the po- 
litical situation early in the year were most 
disturbing. This was followed by an acute 
financial situation because of the bank mor- 
atorium and the closing of many banks 
throughout the country during March. In 
addition to these two disturbing elements, 
the demoralized condition of the commercial 
cattle market during the past six months 
has had a depressing effect upon the pure 
bred business. 

In spite of these unfavorable conditions 
the breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle have 
continued to extend the influence of the 
breed and have builded for a better day. 
Herds have been closely culled and improv- 
ed so as to take advantage of the future 
demand for Aberdeen-Angus cattle. Inter- 
est in Aberdeen-Angus cattle has never 
slackened during the year as indicated by 
the large number of inquiries received. 
There is no question about the increasing 
popularity of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. There 
is a growing demand on the part of live 
stock farmers to purchase breeding cattle 
as soon as conditions become more settled 


and funds are available with which to make 
purchases. ‘lhe effective promotion work 
conducted from the Association office and 
by the breeders has resulted in new inter- 
est in the breed in many sections of the 
country. It is my firm belief that Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle will enjoy the greatest 
period of popularity during the next de- 
cade they have ever experienced. 
Registration and Transfers. 
A fair barometer of the interest in the 
breed and the activity among the breeders 
is the number of cattle recorded and trans- 
ferred during the year. A total of 10,500 
were recorded during the past year which 
is 2566 more than the total recorded in 
1932 or an increase of 24.5%. 
The total number of transfers recorded 
was 5665 compared with 4721 in 1932 or an 
increase of 16.5%. Records in the office 
show that 62% of the transfer applications 
were received during the last half of the 
fiscal year indicating a steady increase in 
the sale of breeding cattle. This is just the 
reverse of the condition that prevailed dur- 
ing 1932 when 66 2-3% of the applications 
for transfer were received during the first 
six months of the fiscal year and only 
slightly more then 33% during the last six 
months of the year. 
New Members. 
It is gratfying to be able to report a 
healthy growth of new members in the As- 
sociation during the year. A total of 120 
breeders joined the Association during the 
year which is equal to the number that join- 
ed the Association in 1932 and_ slightly 
above the ten year average. These new 
members are located in twenty-six different 
states. Jowa leads the list with 17 new 
members, Kentucky is a close second with 
16 and Illinois third with 15 members. 
Mercer County, Illinois, again has the dis- 
tinction of having furnished the largest 
number from one county with a total of 6. 
82 breeders recorded 25 or more cattle 
during the year as compared with 52 in 
1932. These breeders were located in 24 
different states and recorded a total of 4147 
or 39% of the cattle recorded. 
A total of 1496 names were added during 
the year to whom Aberdeen-Angus were 
transferred for the first time. 
Inter-Breed Competition. 
The Aberdeen-Angus have been the grand 
champions and reserve grand champions in 
all divisions of the leading district, state 
and national shows held this year where 
there was inter-breed competition. Grand 
championship honors were awarded to an 
Aberdeen-Angus at more than fifty per cent 
of the leading shows. In addition to these 
winnings at the larger shows, Aberdeen- 
Angus have been the grand champion at 
local club shows a greater number of times 
than ever before. These winnings have 
done much to increase the popularity of the 
breed in the sections of the country where 
these fairs have been held. 
After winning premier honors in the car- 
load lot division at the 1932 International, 
the breed opened the 1933 show season by 
winning grand champion carload at the Na- 
tional Western Show at Denver, Colorado, 
in January. At the fall shows these same 
honors were awarded Aberdeen-Angus at

Bulletin Gives Latest Facts, 

In keeping with the policy of providing 
owners with the latest information regard- 
ing live stock diseases, the Bureau of An- 
imal Industry, U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture, has issued a newly revised bulletin 
on Bang’s disease also known as infectious 
or contagious abortion. This publication, 
designated as Farmers’ Bulletin No. 1704, 
contains information regarding the nature 
of the disease, how acquired, the agglutina- 
tion test as a means of diagnosis, means of 
prevention, methods of control and eradica- 
tion under various conditions, and the re- 
sults of experiments in the use of vaccine 
in conferring immunity against the disease. 

Infectious abortion is of particular cor- 
cern to the owners of cattle, but in some 
sections the disease interferes seriously with 
the swine industry, the bulletin shows. In 
swine, however, the disease is not cal 
by the same microorganism as the disease 
in cattle but by one very closely related. 
Proof is lacking that swine acquire the dis 
ease from cattle. Undulant fever, a disease 
of mankind, is sometimes acquired from af- 
fected swine or their carcasses and also 
through contact with affected cattle and 
through the consumption of raw milk from 
diseased cows. Pasteurization renders milk 
and its products safe for human consump:

At no time in the past has the breed beer 
so well represented at the leading state ani 
district fairs as during the 1933 show se.

Angus have outnumbered the other breeds 
at a number of the leading shows, which 
accomplishment has brought forth many 
favorable comments from fair visitors. Ap- 
other feature that has been outstanding in 
the Aberdeen-Angus exhibits of breeding 
cattle is the quality of the individual repre.

Publication and Breed Literature. 

The demand for information about Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle has been greater than 
ever before. The office has made every 
effort to meet this demand for information 
by personal correspondence and the mailing 
of literature. Because of the growing de- 
mand for information it was deemed ad- 
visable to prepare for distribution an out- 
standingly attractive publication to be used 
for this purpose.
